The mad Missouri threw its 
worst at Omaha and Council 
Bluffs today with an army of 
workers still winning the bat- 
tie to hold the great river in 
its straight-jacket of dikes. • 


The river crest—stretch of maxi- 


mum of water flow—was so long 
and so subject to fluctuations that 
it couldn't be pinpointed but river 
forecasters said the rampaging 
river is at cresting stage and will 
continue to crest all day. 
* 


At 8:30 a.m. (CST) the level was 


30.24 feet, compared with U.e flood 
stage of 19. Some minor rising and 
falling will occure before the level 
begins to drop some 24 hours hence, 
the weather bureau said. 


Wind Varies Level 


The predicted high had been 31.& 


feet. But at this near-phenomenal 
level even the action of the wind 
can raise or lower the gauge read- 
Ings by a foot or more.

dawn when the slow-moving flood 
crest began surging into the seven- 
mile long funnel of sodden dikes 
protecting the lowlands of the twin 
cities of Omaha and Council Bluffs) 
la.

North of Omaha, the Missouri 


sprawls across the farmland for as 
much as 15 miles. Little hamlets 
are inundated and farm buildings 
stand with only their roofs showing 
in the vast and lonely wilderness 
from which all living things have 
fled. 


For 00 miles upstream, the river 


averages 10 miles in width. But -in 
the narrowest part of the umaha- 
Councll Bluffs channel the funnel it 
only 1,200 feet wide. The tide must 
pass through this slender bottle- 
neck before the danger is past. 


There was no wall of water or 


battering waves. The river crest 
was a monstrous, creeping thing 
that moved slowly and with tre- 
mendous power. It strained against 
the dikes here with a pressure of 
more than 1,250 pounds per square 
foot.

spittlebugs, a threat to Illinois hay 
crops for the first time this year, 
have been found hatching in Cen- 
tral Illinois alfalfa 
and clover 


fields. 


They report the bugs have caused 


considerable damage in Ohio and 
Indiana in recent years. The pests 
can cut hay yields up to 25 per 
cent. 
y 


The area in Illinois where the 


spittlebugs are most threatening, 
the entomologists report, is north 
and east of a line, from Paris to 
Bloomington and Freeport. 


The University of Illinois college 


of agriculture and the Illinois Na- 
tural History survey 
issued 
a 


statement advising sprays to con- 
trol the bugs within the next two 
weeks. 


The statement also said: 
"Spraying with BHC emulsion 


or lindane can start now before 
all spittle bugs are hatched. If 
you use toxaphene of methoxychlor 
emulsion, xvait until the hatch is 
nearly complete for best results. 


"In Central Illinois you will get 


best control if sprays are applied 
in the next week or ten days. In 
Northern Illinois, treatment may 
start about April 23 and continue 
for seven to ten days. 


"If there is danger of 2-4-D con- 


tamination in the sprayer it should 
be thoroughly cleaned out with 
amonium. Otherwise, 2-4-D will 
injure the hay crop. 


"BHC or lindane should be ap- 


plied no closer to hay harvest then 
three weeks and toxaphene three 
to five weeks. This • is- to avoid 
harmful residue. 


"For best'control with "low pres-. 


sure equipment, alfalfa should be 
sprayed before it is eight inches 
tall. Effectiveness of the spray 
drops sharply as plants grow tall- 
er because the, foliage protects the 
insects. from spray.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Flood waters swirling down the Missouri 


river have torn a few things loose in Washington; too. They have 
refloated the long-stranded plans for Missouri basin development. 


The • Hoover Commission recommendations on reorganization of 


the Federal government's water resources agencies are at last going 
to get some consideration in Congress. 


President Truman's latest Missouri Basin Survey Commission 


held its first organization meeting early in April. The President an 
nounced he was appointing this new group in January. He named 
it in February. Its chairman, James E. Lawrence, is editor of the 
Lincoln (Neb.) Star. It will set up headquarters in the area and 
submit its report within the year. The billion-dollar damage anticl 
paled from the present floods will give the commission plenty to 
write about. 


This is the fifth planning group to tackle the Big Muddy prob- 


lem. The first idea was for an MVA—a Missouri Valley Authority 
for this one-sixth of the nation, modeled on the Tennessee Valley plan 


MVA was opposed by many special interests in the area. Corps 


of Engineers in the Army and Bureau of Reclamation in the,Depart- 
ment of Interior then came up (with the famous Pick-Sloan plan. 


It called for some 300 dams and reservoirs for flood control, navi- 


gation, irrigation and electric power development. 
Total cost^has 


been estimated as high as $4.5 billion—$1.8 billion for Corps of En- 
gineers, $2.7 billion for Bureau of Reclamation.

The J137 million Fort Peck dam was completed in 1936 before the 


Pick-Sloan plan was born. 
Aside from this, Army Engineers are 


spending .$200 million on building a nine-foot navigation channel up to 
Sioux City, la., and eight other dams to cost $800 million. 


Bureau of Reclamation has completed nine smaller, upstream 


dams out of 89 authorized, to cost another $800 million. . All dams 
built ,are reported holding back millions of acre-feet of water. But

COMMISSION WENT OUT OF COMMISSION 


The Cooke Commission report, in three big volumes, weighed 


eight and a half pounds. It recommended that Congress set up a 
separate commission to develop each major river basin, designating 
which Federal agencies should participate in each project. 


The Cooke report was completed a year ago and then this com- 


mission itself went out of commission. Nothing much happened. The 
report went to the Budget Bureau for condensation and drafting into 
authorizing legislation. The 17-page Cooke summary emerged as an 
87-page draft bill, but instead of going to Congress it appeared prin- 
cipally in literature of the Farmers' Union, which supported it. 


Further compounding the confusion, President Truman then ap- 


pointed the Missouri Basin Survey Commission under James. Law- 
rence. Its other members include Senators Jim Murray of Montana, 
Milton Young of North Dakota, Congressmen Aaplnwall of Colorado, 
Hope of Kansas, Trimble of Arkansas and four other prominent citi- 
zens of the area.

Follow Directions to Win Many Tricks 


By OSWALD JACOBV 


"There must be a way to make 


six spades with this hand,"' writes 
a Pittsburgh 
correspondent. "If 


there is a way, however, it has 
managed to hide from us. 


"When the hand was actually 


played, West led the ten ot clubs. 
South won in dummy with the king 
of clubs and led a trump to the ace, 
discovering the bad news. Except 
for the bad trump break, he could 
have drawn trumps and still have 
ruffed his last heart in dummy. 


"South drew the rest of the 


trumps and then led the nine of 
diamonds and let it ride around to 
East. This lost to the ten of dia- 
monds, and East returned a club. 


"South now played for s o m e 


sort of squeeze or for the hearts to 
break. The only heart that broke 
was his own, and no squeeze de- 
veloped. 


"Isn't there some way to squeeze 


the twelfth trick out of his hand?" 


There's a fairly simple way to 


make twelve tricks, but squeezing 
has nothing to do with it. It's the 
sort of hand that hits most players 
n their blind spot, so maybe you'll 
have fun working It out for your- 
self before you read on. It's all 
•Ight to look at the East and West 
hands. Just find a sure way of 
winning twelve tricks against good 
defense.

Plot Called One

MIAMI, Fla. — (AP)—A 


wealthy Miami jeweler paid 
$15,200 "ransom" for return 
of his six-year-old son yester- 
day in what police called a 
phony kidnaping. 


Daniel Richter was duped 


into paying $15,000 in jewels 
and $200 cash in what police 
said was "one of the cleverest 
. and most perfectly timed" ex- 
tortions in memory. 


The boy. Ricnarcl. was never 


actually kidnaped, police said, al 
though Richter \vas convinced he 
was buying his son's safe return. 


Son Is Safe 


While police and the FBI mar 


shalled forces to meet what, they 
thought was a genuine kiunaping, 
the child was riding in a taxicab 
from a private school at Miami 
Beach to Doctor's hospital in Coral 
Gables, 
miles. 


Police 'said the plotters used the 


school, the taxi company and the 
hospital as unwilling dupes m their 
shakedown 


As 
police 
reconstructed 
the 


crime, it happened this way: 


A man who said he was "Dr. 


Henderson" called the Yellow Cab 
Co., at Miami Beach and asked 
them to pick up Ricky Riciner at 
Coburn school and drive him to the 
hospital, purportedly to be with his 
"gravely ill" mother. 


Almost simultaneously, a wom- 


an's voice called the school author- 
ities and said a taxi would arrive 
soon to pick up the boy. 


Calls Father 


Cab Driver Bert Walowitz, 24, 


was sent to the school and picked 
up the boy. One member of the 
gang must have watched him be- 
cause a telephone call then went 
to the father's office in downtown 
Miami. 


The caller told Daniel Richter he 


had Ricky in his custody and that 
no harm would come to the child if 
the father cooperated. 


"He said, 'this is purely a busi- 


ness deal and will require $50,000 
in diamonds and $5,000 in cash for 
you to get your boy back," " Richt- 
er reported. 


The caller warned Richter the 


boy's life would be in danger if po- 
Hoe y/ere notified, and guvc hi™ 
five minutes to verify the story. 


Verifies Story 


Richter quickly called the school 


learned his son was gone, then de- 
cided to notify police. While De- 
tectives M. H. Wiggins and E. A. 
Taunton were en route to Rlchter's 
again. 


"He gave me instructions to take 


the jewels and money to a phone 
booth in the Ponce de Leon hotel," 
Richter related. "I told him the 


most I could raise was about $15,- 
000 in jewels and $200 in cash, lit 
said that would do." 


Richter went to the hotel and 


waited in the booth. A bellboy told 
him he was wanted on the phone 
at the desk and the same man who 
had called earlier told him to put 
the jewels and cash in a bag in a 
coin locker at the Greyhourd bus 
station, place the key with a wad of 
chewing gum under the counter 
of a certain telephone booth, and 
leave: 


Richter was still a step ahead of 


detectives, who were being briefed 
at the store by his brother, Alvin 
Richter. 


Follows Orders 


The father rushed to the bus 


station, placed the bag in a lock- 
er, and since the designated phone 
booth was being used, placed the 
key in another booth. 


Detectives reached the bus sta- 


tion as Richter left. While one 
watched the originally-designated 
booth, the other went back to the 
store to find the father. 


Apparently while the detectives 


watched one phone booth, one of 
the extortionists slipped into the 
other, around a corner, and took 
the key. 


When police reinforcements ar 


rived, the key was gone, the )ocker 
,vas open and the key was in it, still 
sticky with chewing gum. 


About the time Richter reiurned 


to his store, a puzzled doctor at 
the hospital called and asked if he 
had a son, Ricky. The boy was at 
the hospital and the cab driver was 
waiting for his fare. 


Richter said the whole sequence 


of events took about an hour.

CHICAGO—(AP)—A 1953 federal 


budget reduction of JO billion dol- 
lars, including a 200 million dollar 
cut in Department of Agriculture 
appropriations, was asked yester- 
day by the Illinois Agricultural as- 
sociation. 


A resolution urging the cut was 


drafted by the IAA board of direc- 
tors and .copies were sent to all 
Illinois senators and congressmen. 


Charles B. Shuman, IAA presi- 


dent, asked the 189.896 farm family 
members to write their congress- 
men in support of the resolution. 
The IAA is the largest state farm 
bureau organization in the United 
States.1' 


The IAA urged a seven billion 


dollars'cut for the Department of 
Defense, two billion in foreign mili- 
tary spending and one billion in all 
other branches of the government, 
including 200 million for agricul- 
ture. President Truman's budget 
far 1953 is 85 billion dollars. 


The principal cut in the agricul- 


ture budget would be $156.500.000 
In the agricultural conservation 
program. 


The resolution further said the 


reductions would balance the fed- 
»rat budget, and help stabilize our 
economy and reduce the income 
tax burden. 


DAR May Drop 
Support of UN 


WASHINGTON— (AP) —Some of 


the delegates to the annual con- 
•vention of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution (DAR) were 
whispering today about a possible 
stand against U. S. participation 
in the United Nations. 


Rumors continued to circulate 


after the DAR's president general 
took official notice of them from 
the platform last night. 


Mrs. James D. Patton. of Colum- 


bus, O., the organization's presi- 
dent, told the delegates any action 
for a resolution denouncing the UN 
and this nation's role in it, "would 
have to come from the members 
of our society, when and if it were 
necessary." 


The DAR now endorses the UN, 


Mrs. Patton said—"in its primary 
purposes."

Democrats Have No Towering~ 
Personality to Lead Party 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—This year 


the votej;S will have a better than 
usual chance to choose or reject 
the Democrats as a party since 
now it seems unlikely that a tower- 
ing personality will be found to 
head the party's ticket. 


The decisions of President Tru- 


man and Gov. Stevenson of Illi- 
nois not to run left the race for 
the party's presidential nomin- 
ation wide open. 


None of those so far expressing 


a White House desire is so well 
known that the voters already have 
strong and even fixed opinions 
about him, as they did with Roose- 
velt and may already have about 
Eisenhower and Taft. 


The depression already had set 


in when Roosevelt ran 
against 


Hoover in 1932 and beat him. At 
the time Roosevelt was far from 
being the huge and well-known 
figure he later became. Why did 
he and the Democrats win? 


This is where the historians 


offer the negative answer: That 
the voters had lost faith in the 
Republicans' ability to bring them 
out of-the depression and turned 
to the Democrats. 


After that—in the elections of 


1936-40-«I—Roosevelt's face, name, 
performance and policy had be 
come synonyomius with the Demo 
cratic party. 


President Truman was only i 


minor figure in 1944 as a vice presi- 
dential candidate. But 
he 
suc- 


ceeded to the presidency so early 
in 1945 that by the time of the 
1948 elections he had had three 
years in which to establish him- 
self favorably or unfavorably in 
voters' minds. 


Like him or dislike him, he was 


the dominant figure and guide of 
the party. So the Democrats' vic- 
tory in 1948 was inextricably mixed 
between votes for him and votes 
for his party. 


But this year the Democrats 


must find a candidate far less 
known to the public 
than any 


they've had since 1936, thus en 
abling the voters to make a clear 
er decision about the Democrats 
as a party.

Law Barring Jap 
Landowners Ruled

SAN FRANCISCO—(AP)- A 32- 


year-old California law aimed at 
preventing Japanese from owning 
land was ruled unconstitutional 
yesterday by a 4-3 vote of the state 
supreme court.
